INTRODUCTION: 
WOULD YOU LIKE a kitchen as beauti- 
ful, modern and efficient as the one 
shown in Fig. 1? 

The photo was taken in the Hot- 
point Center in New York City, and 
is just one of a number of Model 
Kitchens on display. Your own 
kitchen may not be as large, nor of 
the same shape, but the cabinets, 
counters and appliances can be in- 
stalled in your kitchen with just a 
little planning. 

Modern kitchen cabinets’ vary 
mostly in details and features such 
as door styling, hardware and finish. 
In the past the biggest problem in 
making cabinets at home was the 
finishing. This no longer is true, as 
hardwood-faced plywood in a great 
variety of woods is readily available. 


2. Base cabinet is complete, ready for finish, 
and for a top. Plain fir plywood is used on our 
model, a variety of hardwood-faced plywoods 
are available to any builder. 





3. After vertical members are cut out and 
notched, they are joined with lengths of solid 
stock. Screws and glue are used 


The plywood can be stained a color, 
or a wood tone, to produce a custom 
effect that will match appliances, 
an existing floor or woodwork. An- 
other solution to the finishing prob- 
lem is the use of plastic-laminate 
sheeting, (Formica, Micarta, Texto- 
lite, etc.), in any of dozens of colors 
and in natural wood grains. It can 
be applicd to doors, drawer fronts 
and all exposed framing. Modern 
contact adhesives assure easy, posi- 
tive attachment of the plastic. 

What about cost? The most ex- 
pensive part of any kitchen modern- 
ization is the cabinetwork; by do- 
ing it youself you save tremendously. 
You might be able to do some, even 
all, of the plumbing and wiring for 
still greater savings. Another point 
is that by doing the entire project 
yourself you can budget the cost 
over the time it takes to build all 
units by buying only the materials 
required for one or two cabinets. 


4. Front stretcher is notched at center and ends 
so its upper surface is flush with lower edge 
of dado for bottom shelf to support it. 


5. Front stretcher, as other stretchers, is at- 
tached solidly with glue and wood screws. 
Cabinet frame here has been turned upside- 
down for easier working. 


Then, perhaps a month or two later, 
you proceed to the next stage. In 
our research on this series of articles 
we contacted most major manu- 
facturers of appliances, such as 
counter-top ranges, ovens, dish- 
washers and the like. All of them, 
with the exception of some mail- 


order houses, recommend (some in- 
sist) that a homeowner get the 
specifications for size of openings, 
dimensions and so on, from a local 
dealer, then after the builder has set 
up his cabinets and counters with 
the correct cut-outs he should con- 
tact a licensed plumber, and/or elec- 
trician to make the actual installa- 
tion. While this is true in many cities 
and areas, we visited a number of 
dealers and found that they were 
willing to sell appliances at con- 
tractor’s price to individual builders, 
considering them their own con- 
tractor. Where there are local build- 
ing codes covering the installation of 
major appliances, the installation 
must be made according to code 
Some of the dealers we contacted 
said they usually would make one 
call at the request of the homeowner 
to check a problem. More than one 
call required payment of a service 
charge. We suggest you check in your 
own area as to the policy of the 
dealers of appliances. As a further 
suggestion, we recommend that un- 
less you are thoroughly familiar with 
viring and plumbing, you do have a 
plumber or electrician make the 
actual installation. Problems of 
water hammer in plumbing can be 
annoying and destructive, shorts and 
defective circuits in a 220-volt wiring 
system can be lethal. 

As to the cabinets and counters 
themselves; anyone with a familiar- 
ity with tools can build them. In our 
series of articles we show in exten- 
sive detail with photos each step in 
construction. All cabinets and count- 
ers in this series of articles actually 
have been built.

any appliance you will install. These 
always include sketches with all 
necessary dimensions, as ffor a 
counter-top range or built-in oven. 
An example is shown below. 
Standard dimensions for all base 
cabinets are 24% in. deep (from 
front to back) and 34% in. high. 
Lengths of the cabinets will vary ac- 
cording to their purpose and the 
space they will occupy. The depth 
of 24% in. works out fine for using 
standard panels of %-in. plywood 
that are 48 in. wide. When ripped 
down the center these panels be- 
come two strips slightly less than 
24 in. wide, (allowing for the saw 
kerf). The 24-in. width, plus the 
thickness of l-in. lumber, (approx. 
34-in. finished), used for the facing 
frame makes the required 24%-in. 
depth. The 24-in. depth of the ply- 
wood alone is sufficient to make cut- 
outs for counter-top ranges, and will 
be flush with the front edges of 
built-in ovens, dishwashers, etc. 
The height of base cabinets works 
out also. The thickness of a plastic-

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When you buy plywood in the 4 x 8- 
ft. size, have the lumber dealer rip 
the panels to 2 x 8 ft. and you will 
save a good deal of trouble in han- 
dling and cutting the material. Make 
sure the lumberyard cuts the ply- 
wood straight and true, and uses a 
sharp blade that will not chip or 
splinter the hardwood veneer. Also, 
use a 5-ply material, rather than 
solid-core plywood, as the 5-ply ma- 
terial is more stable and will not 
warp. For solid lumber, get top- 
grade, kiln-dried and knot-free stock. 
If you are using hardwood-faced ply- 
wood, clear white pine is fine, as it 
can be stained to match 

Start construction by cutting and 
shaping the uprights, Fig. 6. For this 
cabinet you will need three uprights 
24 x 3415 in. Here you may run into 
your first problem if your saw table 
is not big enough to permit making 
the 34!s-in. cut. There are several 
other ways to do this. If you have a 
portable circular saw or jig Saw, 
clamp a guide strip to the plywood 


to permit making a straight cut. Or 


clamp a guide strip on the plywood 
at a point that will permit it to slide 
along the edge of the saw table with 
the saw blade on the mark. You can 
even do the cutting with a handsaw 
if you are careful to follow the line 
and not splinter the hardwood veneer. 
This particular cut need not be as 
precise as others in the project, as 
the top edge of the uprights will be 
covered by the counter top, but good 
vorkmanship requires that it be at 
least straight and uniform on all the 
uprights to assure accurate assembly.

In No. 2 upright, the notch is 34 x 
3%4 in., the narrower notch resulting 
from the fact that the center mem- 
ber is 144 in. narrower than the 
others. In the lower, rear corner of 
the two outside uprights cut notches 
1 x 414 in. The center member is 
notched %4 x 414 in. Lengths of 1 x 4 
are used as stretchers across the 
back of the uprights. They are the 
full lengths of the cabinet; 5 ft. if 
you are duplicating the cabinet de 
scribed. Support the three uprights 
on their front edges temporarily by 
driving 2-in. finishing nails through 
the stretchers into the plywood. Then 
drill countersunk pilot holes and 
drive 2-in. No. 8 screws, Fig. 3. When 
attaching the center upright make 
sure there is at least 2 in. between 
the upright and the location of the 
opening for the range. Most ranges 
are 31 in. long, but this can vary

The 1!2-in. opening 
between the floor and the front 
stretcher is sealed with a cove mold- 
ing when the cabinet is installed 
The basic frame now is completed 
and should stand square and solid 
on a level floor. 

The facing frame for the cabinet 
is next. Place the cabinet on its back 
for convenient measuring. First, cut 
two lengths of 1 x 2 to fit across the 
full length of the cabinet, place these 
two 5-ft. strips on the upper and 
lower edges of the frame, then 
measure between them to determine 
accurately the lengths of the two out- 
side uprights that are cut from 1 x 
stock. Do the same for the center 
member cut from a length of stock 
ripped to 2%4 in. wide. Lay the ct 
pieces on a flat floor, square 
true up the frame and fasten 
corrugated fasteners from the 
as in Fig. 10.

The outside corners of the facing 
frame are joined with long finishing 
nails, Fig. 11. Use glue on all joints 
Center two short lengths of 1 x 2 in 
the drawer openings, as indicated in 
Fig. 6, and attach with corrugated 
fasteners. Keep a constant check on 
the squareness of the frame, Fig. 
12. If everything is kept true and 
square, there will be very little 
trouble with the final assembly. Make 
a final check of the frame when it 
is sanded, Fig. 13. If there are any 
uneven joints, fill them with wood 
putty, allow to set, then sand smooth 
If you are going to stain your cab- 
inet, it will 
finish the facing frame before it is 
installed, Fig. 14. When the stain 
and shellac have dried, the facing 
frame is fitted on the cabinet, Fig. 
15 and nailed in place with finishing 
nails. A nail set is used to counter- 
sink them, and the holes then are 
filled with wood putty colored ti 
match the stain. A light sanding will 
finish the job. If you wish to avoid

face-nailing, triangular blocks can 
be glued and nailed to the uprights, 
then glue and short wood screws 
driven through them into the back 
side of the facing frame. 

The last step is to nail %4-in. hard- 
board or plywood over the back of 
the cabinet, Fig. 16. It is nailed over 
the top and bottom stretchers and 
on the center upright, but requires 
that %4-in. quarter-round be glued 
and nailed at the back edge of the 
inside surface of each of the end up- 
rights to provide a nailing surface 
The basic cabinet frame, Fig. 17, is

MOST UNUSUAL is the design of this 
spice cabinet; it will look well with 
either contemporary decor or early- 
American. First step is to glue up 
white-pine lumber to a size that will 
accept the pattern of the back. A 
pattern is made from the squared 
drawing and traced on this member 
and it is cut out. Cabinet sides are 
cut next, and dadoed to accept the 
four shelves. The cabinet assembly 
is fastened to the back, then the two 
trim strips are fastened to the front. 

The door frames are cut as in- 
dicated, then assembled with glue 
and finish nails. Louvers are cut 
from 4-in. lattice stock, each one 
being 2-15/16 in. long. Fit the louvers 
in the inside frames by starting at 
the top, gluing the first in place at 
an angle of about 55 deg. Fit 4 -in. 
spacers between the louvers, (small 
pieces of %-in. hardboard will do), 
as you glue them in place. When all 
louvers are in and the glue has dried, 
drive in 1'%-in. brad through the in- 
side frame into each end of each 
louver. The spacers are removed 
after the bradding is done. Bright- 
brass hinges are mortised into the 
edges of the door and trim strips, as 
indicated and the doors are fitted. It 
may be necessary at this time to 
trim the edges of the doors to pro- 
vide a proper fit. The completed 
cabinet can be stained and finished 


to suit your individual taste. A A

HERE IS a smart piece of furniture 
that any novice can build, the sole 
requirement being that he drill holes 
square with the work. There are no 
mortised joints or other cabinet- 
work, all members being assembled 
with dowels and glue, clamped in 
place until the glue has set. Inas- 
much as all dimensions are given 
the material could be cut to size 
at the mill, even the holes bored 
and the home craftsman then would 
need only to assemble the piece. 
Maple, walnut, birch, basswood or 
mahogany will make an attractive 
table, and the glass top can be 
bought cut to size and edges 
smoothed at your local paint store.

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LATHE PROJECTS ARE ALWAYS FUN, but 
incorporating a captured ring will

requires no great skill, and if you 
plan carefully and work slowly you 
should be successful on your first 
try. The ring is part of the blank 
stock. The technique is to shape as 
much of the project as possible, leav- 
ing just enough material for the ring.

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will determine which type container 
is available. When you get the tins 
home, cut off both ends, including 
the rolled edge. After this operation 
you quite likely will end up with 
rough edges on the metal, so be care- 
ful. Flatten the tins so that the seam 
is approximately 2 in. from edge of 
the resulting double-thickness sheet. 
Next, scribe a line along each of the 
cut edges, squaring from the end 
folds and recut the metal to produce 
a straight, clean edge. Scribe and 
cut as many 2-in.-wide strips from 
each flattened tin as possible. One 
strip is required for each drawer you 
wish to make. Several of the con- 
tainers are required for the drawer 
bottoms. Cut the ends off, as de- 
scribed, then cut each tin along each 
side of the seam to remove it, and 
flatten the container to produce a 
sheet of metal on which the bottoms 
can be scribed. The bottoms meas- 
ure 414 x 612 in., and the rectangles 
should have square corners. 

To form the drawer sides, open the 
flattened strips and place jig C with 
one end against one fold and rough- 
form the adjacent corner. Repeat 
this with the other fold and corner.

(We made several of these drawers 
in the Model Shop and found we could 
by-pass the step in which jig C is 
required, and go on to the use of the 
forming jig. Ed.) Next step is to 
make the forming jig to the dimen- 
sions shown. It is sawed apart ata 
77-deg. angle to form three pieces as 
indicated. It is sawed apart after 
being cut to the dimensions given. 
The form must be true and square, 
but the dimensions are not critical, 
and the angles can be varied. Basi- 
cally, the angles are to assure that 
a wedging action is produced when 
the bolt fitted in the top plate is 
turned in the Tee-Nut of the form.

on the jig, scribe a line 4% in. from a 
one edge, all the way around the 
Snip a small ‘‘V”’ at each 


drawer. 
corner, and cut out a section of the 
seam to a depth of % in. Jigs B and POWER TOOL 
C now are used to form the flanges 
on the bottom edges of the drawer 
sides. The angle on each of the jigs 
is approximately 30 deg. However, 
this is not critical. The main pur- 
pose of the angle is to position the 
flanges so they can be closed easily 
against the flanges on the drawer 
bottoms. Clamp the sides between 
the jigs and a piece of: wood or metal 
to back up the thin metal and bend 
down the flanges to the inside of the 
drawer. Note that the jigs B and C 
are 1% in. deep; this measurement 
determines the final height of the 
drawer sides and completed drawer. 
Drawer bottoms are now flanged 
with the aid of jig A. The jig is cut 
from \%-in. tempered hardboard or 
steel, and the sides are kept ac- 
curately parallel, the corners square. 
Each blank for the bottoms has the 
corners cut as indicated, then it is 
clamped between jig A and a piece 
of backing material and the flanges 
are bent to a 90 degree angle.

quickly raised to a high temperature intense heat, care must be taken to prevent burning wood 
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EVERY WORKSHOP should include a 
propane torch in the inventory of 
tools. The torch tested in the Model 
Shop is the kit, which comes with its 
own metal tool chest. Included with 
the torch are a light-duty and heavy- 
duty flame tip, a flame spreader for 
use with the heavy-duty tip and a 
soldering tip. Also included is a 
spark igniter, of the type used for 
lighting oxy-acetylene torches. The 
igniter certainly saves on matches, 
and prevents overheating cigarette 
lighters in the torch flame. 

It would be impossible to illustrate 
the many uses of a propane torch, 
and only a few are shown. Removing 
stubborn layers of paint from wood 
is one real time-saver possible with 
a propane torch, and large soldering 
jobs are a snap with a propane unit. 
Among some of the many uses not 
shown are lighting charcoal for a 


barbecue, lighting a fire in a fire- 
place and firing up a trash pile that 
has become damp. If you work with 
jewelry as a hobby, a propane torch 
can be used for soldering and silver 
brazing. If you want to bend and 
shape steel flats, angles and round | 
stock, the torch will quickly heat the | 
metal to a red glow for easy bending. 

Propane torches can be purchased 
other than in kits, and you may have 
need for only one of the several sizes 
of tips available, and perhaps only 
one of the tip accessories. We would 
recommend the spark igniter, as our 
tests and experiences show it to be 
a real time and trouble saver. When 
the tank of the torch is empty, it 
simply is discarded and a new one 
fitted on the torch. Fresh tanks are 
inexpensive, readily available. For

“Antiquing” plywood, or other lumber is another application for the versatile propane torch. Pass- 
ing the intense flame over the surface of the wood chars the softer portions of the wood, causes the 
resinous areas to stand out. Stain or paint can be used for two-tone effects.

Quick soldering is a snap with a propane torch, especially when working with objects too large to be 
heated by soldering iron or gun. For lighter work the solder tip slips over the flame tip, producing 
a constant-hot soldering copper that will really flow on solder.

Check of furnace after installation of humidifier shows that unit removed had leaked badly, back 
plate of furnace shell behind filter was badly rusted. This is gas-fired, forced-air furnace. If your 
humidifier has leaked due to rust and corrosion, better check for this condition. 


depends on the sweep of warm air 
over the wetted evaporating plates 
to transfer moisture into the air of 
the home, and is designed for instal- 
lation in a square, vertical furnace 
plenum only. 

As an interesting sidelight, when 
the humidifier was being installed, 
it was discovered that the humidifier 
formerly used had corroded through 
and dropped water into the cabinet 
of the furnace. The rust and cor- 
rosion produced would shortly have 
made necessary the replacement of 
the panels in parts of the cabinet. 
The effected parts were wire-brushed 


thoroughly, then coated with a rust- 
sealing type of paint from a handy 
aerosol can. We recommend check- 
ing your own furnace for this prob- 
lem when installing a new humid- 
ifier, or checking the furnace.

THERE ARE about 25,000,000 kitchen

fireplaces is to use a cardboard the 
size of the opening, with light wood 
strips tacked around the edge for 
strength. Seal the joint between 
cardboard and fireplace with wet 
cloths to make it as near airtight as 
possible. Have damper open. 

To remove soot from the chimney 
take a burlap bag and partially fill 
it with gravel, old tire chains, pebbles 
or other similar material. Attach a 
rope securely—a rope long enough 
to reach the length of the chimney. 
From the top, slowly raise and lower 
this bag in the chimney, constantly 
working toward the bottom. This 
scrubbing action is very effective in 
removing the accumulated deposit 
of soot and does a far better job 
than any of the chemical powder 
cleaners that can be put on a fire. 

Use extreme care when removing 
the soot from the fireplaces. First, 
wait several hours to allow complete 
settling, then remove the cardboard 
cover carefully, finally shovel up the 
soot as if it were your best china! 
Soot is light and it doesn’t take much 
of an air current to start it traveling 
around a room.

Dear Mrs. E.H.: 

Let us assure you that your tile 
is probably all right; what is happen- 
ing is what always will happen when 
ceramic tile is waxed. All tile manu- 
facturers recommend the following 
for regular tile maintenance: clean 
with a detergent and damp mop. 

Your tile can be restored to its 
original beauty, however, by a vig- 
orous application, by hand, of steel 
wool and detergent to remove all 
traces of the wax. This will not hurt 
the tile surface. Thereafter clean as 
re I above.

Dear Mr. M.J.O’D.: 

You may not realize it, but you’ve 
posed some pretty good questions. 
Unfortunately, there are several 
answers to every question, too. How- 
ever, we'll do our best to give you 
some facts that may help you to 
answer your questions, particularly 
in the light of your own experience, 
present paint condition of your home, 
and how much you wish to invest in 
the job. Taking your questions in 
order, our answer to No. 1 is that 
many authorities feel that fall is a 
better time to paint. Reason is that 
wood has dried out over the summer, 
thus providing a better basic sur- 
face, and there are fewer bugs and 
insects in the air to stick on the 
surface. Other folks argue that it is 
nicer to paint in the spring so that 
everything is spick and span for the 
summer. Suit yourself. We would 
pick the fall. 

Your next question concerns the 
new latex house paints. Again, this 
cannot be a clear-cut answer but 
here are some facts concerning these 
new paints. Claims for the water 
based paints include a life expect- 
ancy of up to 50 per cent longer than 
conventional paints. However, the 
coverage per gallon is not as much 
and the price is anywhere from 10 
to 20 per cent more than a good oil- 
base paint. They are quick drying, 
don’t show lap marks, are more fade- 
resistant and somewhat easier to 
apply. These are definite plus values 
for the do-it-yourselfer, no question 
about it. A drawback is the strict 
attention to instructions on the can 
when applying. If a latex paint is not 
applied just right, it turns out to be 
a mess. And manufacturers are 
worried about this. Although the ads 
paint in glowing terms a picture of 
painting right after a rain, washing 
out the brushes in soapy water, and 
almost by the time the painter is 
cleaned up and ready to relax the 
job is dry, there is a little more to it 

this. A turpentine-based primer 
must be applied first and allowed to 
dry for three days or so, so there’s 
still this mess to go through. Still, 
the facts the new water based 
paints are good, they last longer, 
their colors longer, are some- 
what easier to apply—if you care- 
fully follow instructions. They cost 
more and still require an oil-based 
primer. Your next question concerns 
life of a paint coat. This is vari- 
able, but a good job with quality 
paint should last up to six years be- 
fore repainting is necessary; oil 
paint, that is. The white powder that
